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Package for displaying cut flowers • hot transparent ptattic envelop* with 
water holding base 
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The envelope (1) is a sheet of transparent plastic, with 
sides converging from a wide upper part down to the base, 

this being water- 
J tight and provided 

with a reinforcing 
rim (3). Inside 
this base is an 
outer ring of 
natural moss (S). 
around a core of 
plastic foam (6). 
This is impreg- 
nated with water 
containing an 

additive to prolong bloom life and receives the stems of the 
flowers. The upper part of the envelope is bulbous, to acc- 
ommodate the flower heads, and provided with four equally 
spaced extensions (2) around the top. The packaging is 
closed by clipping (3) these extensions together, forming a 
protective hood and ventilation gaps (4). 30. 5. 74 as 018740 
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La presente invention se rapporte a un emballage de 
fleurs coupees. 

Les fleurs coupees sont, par les fleuristes au moment 
de la vente, emoallees dans un papier transparent, l'acquereur 
5 devant ensuite retirer le papier et plonger les tiges dans l'eau 
remplissant un vase. 

La duree de conservation de ces fleurs est tres courte 
et le fleuriste doit perdre un temps important pour preparer les 
emballages.

Selon l'invention, l f emballage est constitue d'un corps 
15 creux en matiere plastique transparente, ledit corps comportant 
un fond pourvu d'une embase pour lui assurer une certaine stabi- 
lity, une epaisseur de mousse de matiere plastique absorbante 
etant deposee sur ledit fond. 

Avec un tel emballage, on impregne la mousse synthetique 
20 absorbante d'eau et les fleurs sont, par leur tige, engagees 
dans ladite mousse. 

Suivant une autre carac teris tique, pour ameliorer la 
presentation, 1 'emballage comporte autour de l f epaisseur de 
mousse de matiere plastique absorbante, de la mousse naturelle. 
25 Enfin, 1* emballage est ferme et comporte a sa par tie 

superieure des fentes. 

L'invention va mainten'ant 6tre decrite avec plus de 
details en se referant a un mode de realisation particulier, 
donne a titre d'exemple seulement, et represents aux dessins

Fig.l est une vue en perspective d'un emballage selon 
1 'invention. 

Fig. 2 est une vue en coupe par un plan vertical passant 
par l'axe longitudinal d'un emballage selon !• invention. 
35 L'emballage represents aux figures est constitue d'un 

corps 1 en matiere plastique transparente semi-rigide. 

L^extremite inferieure du corps est pourvue d'un 
rebord 3 qui constitue un embase pcur dormer au corps 1 une 
assise assurant sa stabilite. 
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'Le corps 1, a son extremite superieure, est pourvu de 

quatre rabats 2 dont les extremites litres sont relives par un 

oeillet 3, lesdits rabats etant echancres sur leurs cords late- 

raux pour former des a jours 4. 
5 Sur le fond de I'emballage est disposee une epaisseur 

de mousse naturelle 5 qui entoure un bloc 6 de mousse de matiere 

plastique spongieuse. 

La mousse 5 et le bloc 6 sont impregnes d'eau, even- 

tuellement additionnee d'un produit favorisant la conservation

Les tiges des fleurs puisent dans le bloc 6 1'eau qui 
leur est necessaire et, on pense que le corps 1 constitue un 
ecran maintenant la fleur a une temperature sensiblement uniforme 

15 ce qui favorise sa conservation, sans qu'il soit besoin, en soi, 
d'ajouter un produit quelconque. 

Le fleuriste peut, a I'avance, preparer dans de tels 
emballages, des bouquets qui pourront, par le client, Stre 
conserves chez lui, ainsi emballes*

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The present invention concerns packaging for cut flowers. 

Cut flowers are packaged in transparent paper by florists at the time of sale, with the 
purchaser then having to remove the paper and place the stems in water in a vase. 

The period of preservation of these flowers is very short, and the florist has to waste 
much time preparing the packaging. 

One of the objects of the invention is to create packaging for cut flowers, which is 
attractive, which does not necessitate placing the flower stems in water, and which 
guarantees a long period of preservation for the flowers. 

According to the invention, the packaging is composed of a hollow body of transparent 
plastic material, with this body having a bottom provided with a base guaranteeing it a 
certain stability, with a layer of absorbent plastic foam placed on this bottom. 

With such packaging, the synthetic absorbent foam is impregnated with water and the 
flowers are engaged in the foam by their stems. 

According to another characteristic, to improve the presentation, the packaging has 
natural moss around the layer of absorbent plastic foam. 

And finally, the packaging is closed and has slits in its upper part. 

The invention will now be described in more detail with reference to a specific 
embodiment, provided solely by way of example, and depicted in the annexed drawings, 
wherein: 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of a package according to the invention. 
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Fig. 2 is a cross-section through a vertical plane passing through the longitudinal axis of a 
package according to the invention. 

The packaging depicted in the drawings is composed of a body 1 made of semi-rigid 
transparent plastic material. 

The bottom end of the body 1 is provided with a rim 3, which constitutes a base to 
provide the body 1 a seating which guarantees its stability. 

At its top end, the body 1 is provided with four flaps 2, whose free ends are joined 
through an eyelet 3, with the flaps cut out on their lateral edges to form perforations 4. 

On the bottom of the package, a layer of natural moss 5, which surrounds a block 6 of 
spongy plastic foam, is placed. 

The moss 5 and the block 6 are impregnated with water, possibly with the addition of a 
product favoring the preservation of flowers, with the stems of the flowers to be 
preserved engaged in the block 6. 

The flower stems draw the water they need from within the block 6, and it is thought that 
the body 1 constitutes a screen maintaining the flower at a roughly uniform temperature, 
a fact which promotes its preservation, without the necessity, per se, of adding any 
product. 

The florist may, in advance, prepare bouquets in such packages, which may be preserved, 
thus packaged, by the customer at home. 

Of course, the invention is not restricted to the embodiment just described and depicted; 
numerous modifications of detail may be made to it without going outside the framework 
of the invention. 
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CLAIMS 



1 . Packaging for the presentation and preservation of cut flowers, characterized in that it 
is made up of a hollow body made of transparent plastic material, with the body having a 
bottom provided with a base to guarantee it a certain stability, with a layer of absorbent 
plastic foam placed on this bottom. 

2. Packaging according to Claim 1 , characterized in that has natural moss around the 
layer of absorbent plastic foam. 

3. The packaging according to Claim 1, characterized in that it is closed and has slits at 
its top.
